Continuation of 13. Other: As regard to applicant's argument that the prior art does not teach, "the determining based on an indication 
of properties of a channel that generates said process requests and based on services in a queue category" Examiner respectfully 
disagrees, Dilip discloses different the types (properties of channel) and the number of transactions in the queue (services in a queue) 
(see Dilip col. 9, lines 11-36). 

As regarding applicant's argument the prior art does not teach, "allocation of the processing terminal to either incoming tasks or outgoing 
tasks" Examiner disagrees, Dilip teaches "responses is generated and communicated to the appropriate transaction server... the 
transaction is communicated from the transaction controller to the appropriate system" (see Dilip col10, lines 7-41) when routing the 
transaction to the appropriate system, this act implies "allocating the processing terminal to handle the task". The transaction in Dilip 
can be either incoming (i.e. inbound) or outgoing (i.e. outbound) (see col. 4, lines 4-6).
